When in- 
formed that lie wan wrong, and that the 
sailing hour had been changed to this 
evening, ho at once prepared to get out 
of sight again, saying, "I would rather 
go to the desert and starve than go 
.hoard tho ship again." Mo was not 
.akeil for hia name, but stated that he 
i-ttB an American, and had entered the 
lavy ut Detroit, lie had been on four 
jr five different vessels, but never mot 
an experience like this on the Olympia. 
Tho situation was little short of open 
mutiny. He charges all the trouble to 
the first lieutenant and Executive Ollicer 
E. W. Sturdy, and says that Captain 
Reed ia chieily at fault because bo does 
not interfere in behalf of the men. All 
the oll'icere but one dislike Sturdy more 
or less, but of course they have not been 
oppressed like the men, and their dislike 
ia therefore less active.

Exchange yours ogtr* for crockery, tin, 


SUNSET IRRIGATION DISTRICT 


A Report That Work is to be Be- 


gun at Once. 


Col. P. Y. 1 taker of Travor, who bas 


been in Fresno within the past two 
days, stated while here that work on 
the canals and ditches of the Sunset Ir- 
rigation district will be begun at once. 


If this statement proves irue it will 


be the best kind of news for the people 
of the West Side. Colonel Baker IIHS 
the contract to irrigate 300,000 acres of 
land in the district at a cost of $1,500,- 
000. The bonds have been regularly 
voted under tho Wright irrigation law. 
It is now stated that the bonds have 


been placed with a firm in New York 
who will take them at the stipulated 
price as fast ae they are delivered, on 
condition that the money shall be put 
into the work and legitimately expend- 
ed to the satisfaction of their represent- 
ative. It is finally stated that the work 
will be commenced early in May and 
.niehed within twelve months. 
If the work is carried out it will furnish 


from 1000 to 1500 men und hundreds ol 
teams with employment, and at leaal 
$100,000 a month will he distributed for 
labor.
